GREENSBORO, N. C., Aug. 22.— 

Judge James. HE. Boyd, in Federal 

Court, today held the new Federal

The Owen-Keating child labor law 
was also held unconstitutional by 
Judge Boyd two years ago, and that 
ruling was upheld by the Supreme. 
Court of the United States. 

The opinion today was rendered 
in the case of the Vivian Spinning 
Mills of Cherrydale, N. C., who 
asked an order restraining J. W.

Alexander Found Dying. 

After the shooting Alexander went 
away, it is said, carrying his shotgun. 
He was found dying on a ranch 10 
miles from here by a posse early to- 
day. Alexander died before aid 
could be administered and Sheriff 
Court Smith, leader of the posse, be- 
lieves Alexander poisoned himself.

REACTION AGAINST DRY LAW 
IN CONGRESS SHOWN BY 
STAND ON BEER AMENDMENT 


Defiance of Anti-Saloon League for First Time 
Due to Extremes Which Advocates Have 
Gone to Trying to Enforce It.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22. —. The 
reaction against prohibition-——or 
rather the extremes to which its ad- 
vocates have gone in attempting to 


enforce their ideas—has come 4% 
last. Congress stands today divided 
as it never has been before on the 
issue of whether a man’s home is 
protected by the Constitution of the 
United States against search without 
a legal warrant. 

Those who have been standing on 
the sidelines and predicting that 
sooner or later public sentiment 
would react against the extreme pro- 
hibitionists are saying that the in- 
evitable has happened. For the first 
time in years members of Congress 
who have voted “dry” every time the 
Anti-Saloon League put its approval 
or disapproval on a liquor measure 
now are standing with the liberal 
element as against the Anti-Saloon 
League's proposals. 

Up to now there has been no rde. 
uge for the man in Congress who 
felt that the prohibitionists were go- 
ing too far. He has had to vote dry 
or be branded a “wet.” But tte 
search and seizure controversy has 
changed the whole character of the 
controversy. The question now is not 
whether liquor shall be manufac- 
tured and sold. The Federal Con- 
stitution prohibits that and gives 
Congress the right to fix the amount 
of alcohol in beverages. But the re- 
action is against the severity of the 
Volstead act which dealt with the 
enforcement of the Constitution. 

The Stanley Amendment.

bition advocates say this will damp- 
en the enthusiasm of enforcement 
officers and givé bootleggers a free 
hand. The other side insists that 
the Constitution protects a citizen 
against search without warrant and 
that one part of the Constitution is 
just as sacred as another. 

The vigorous fight put up by the 
Anti-Saloon League against the Stan- 
ley amendment is proof indeed of the 
seriousness with which the proposal 


is regarded. Some have gone so far 
as to say it would make the Volstead 
act almost impossible of enforcement 
so far as individuals are concérneu. 
Others on the opposite side say that 
would be a good thing, for they 
claim. the people of America oniy 
intended in the first place to abol- 
ish the saloon and distillery andi 
didn’t intend to interfere with home 
brewing or other personal liberties 
in conveying one’s household goods 
from place to place, 
Reaction in Sentiment. 

There has always been a good deal 
of political embarrassment about the 
prohibition question. Many men who 
are liberal at heart have voted dry 
and many who have voted “wet” 
have themselves been _ teetotalers. 
The Anti-Saloon League, by splendid 


organization, has managed to crack'§ 
the whip over Congress by taking | 
sentiment 


advantage of .- public 
against the saloon and other abuses, 
That same strength enabled the An- 
ti-Saloon League to put through the 
Volstead enforcement act. 

But the react'on in . sentiment 
which has developed since that law 
was put upon the statute books has 
encouraged the liberals and brought 
converts to their ranks. Some mem- 
bers of Congress think some day 
public sentiment will permit Con- 
gress to legislate for 2.75 per cent 
beer and light wines, but not very 
soon. Nevertheless, the present fight 
over the right of a prohibition officer 
to search without a warrant has 
opened the eyes of everybody to the 
change in sentiment and both sides 
are wondering just what public opin- 
fon is at present on the prohibition 
question. 

The Senate is standing like a rock 
against_the compromise offered by 
the Anti-Saloon League. It’s the first 
time the Senate has defied that or- 
ganization. Drys joined with wets 
in framing the Stanley amendment. 
This would never occur if the Senate 
felt that public sentiment was the 
same today as when the Volstead act 
was pushed through both houses. 
Usually the Anti-Saloon League gets 
its legislation through in a hurry and 
without difficulty. The emergence 
of search and seizure controversy is 
the most significant thing that has 
happened since the nation went dry. 
The Anti-Saloon League leaders are 
threatening to carry their fight to 
the political conventions of both par- 
ties, but so long as it is one section of 
the Constitution against another, the 
chances are remote that either con- 
vention will care to go on record 
against search and seizure without 
warrant.

SWIMS 20 HOURS IN 
CHANNEL, GIVES UP 


She Is Compelled to Abandon 
Attempt When Three Miles 
From English Coast.

LONDON, Aug. 22.—Mrs. Arthur 
Hamilton again has failed in an at- 
tempt to swim the English Channel, 
She reports having left Cape Gris Nez 
om-the French side of the channel, 
near Calais, at 11 o’clock Saturday 
morning and to have got within 
three miles of Deal, on the English 
side, Sunday morning, where she was 
compelled to abandon the swim. She 
says she was in the water 20 hours. 

Mrs. Hamilton yesterday expressed 
satisfaction at having accomplished 


what she claims to be a world’s rec- 
ord for women swimmers, both as re- 
gards distance covered and time in 
the water. 


Mrs. Hamilton started last Septem- 
ber from St. Margaret's Bay, on the 
English shore, in an endeavor to 
swim to Cape Gris Nez, was in the wa- 
ter at that time for 12 hours and 


‘reported that she got to within 12 


miles of her objective. Sixteen years 
ago Annette Kellerman twice started 
on what was declared to have been an 
attempt to swim the 21 miles across 
the channcl. In the first attempt she 
was said to have swum for five hours 
and in the second to have covered 
six miles. 

In each instance she was forced to 
quit through seasitkness. 

Capt. Matthew Webb and T. W. 
Burgess are the only persons on rec- 
ord as having accomplished the task 
of swimming the channel. 

Webb swam across in 1875 in 21 
hours and 45 minutes, and Burgess 
in 1911 in 22 hours and 35 minutes.

PARIS, Aug. 22.—The condition 
of King Alexander of Jugo-Slavia, 
who yesterday was considered to 
be out of immediate danger from 
his recent attack of appendicitis, is 
now on the upward trend, accord- 
ing to the official bulletin on his 
illness issued yesterday. 

The syndicalist newspaper, The 
Peuple. reiterates its assertion 
that Alexander ts in good health, but 
is refusing to return to Serbia to 
ascend the throne. 

“Alexander’s hesitancy to accept 
the crown has now . grown into a 
decision to refuse the throne,” the 
newspaper says. “Two loving hearts 
in a cottage are preferable to a 
throne and subjects in our days,” 
it adds. 


Vienna messages of July 26 said 
the betrothal of Prince Regent Alex- 
ander to Princess Sophie of Ven- 
dome, daughter of Prince Emman- 
ual, Duke of Vendome and Alencon, 
had been announced in Belgrade dis- 
patches.

His 
present communication writ.cn in 
Atlantic City, is less severely critical 
than that of last year. He writes: 
“I cannot agree with Mr. Spamer 
in his excellently written article bear- 
ing on the future work of the Munic- 
ipal Opera Association in St. Louis. 
The most convincing proof of the 
wisdom of the course followed by the 


issociation lies in the ever-increas- 
ing interest of the people evidenced 
by their increased attendance. For | 
some unexplained reason St. Louis-| 
ans have» for many years been de-) 
votees of the lighter form of opera | 
by the best composers—composers| 
who have been truly great in their’! 
chosen field. From the days of 
Schnaider’s Garden and Uhrig’s Cave 
with Blanche Chapman and George | 
Denham, worthy performances of) 
such operas could be counted upon 
to draw good audiences and profit-'| 
able business in St. Louis. It has | 
been tried out in practically every 
city in the United States, but not 
even in New York, Los Angeles or 
Atlantic City has there been the 
sustained interest to justify a con- 


tinuation from year to year; even 
the famous Tivoli company in San 
Francisco, after 15 years of more or 
less successful revivals of the same

The stage and 
the pit should be merged in some 
manner (Tom Barnett can do it) 
so that these excellent performers of 
the Symphony Orchestra—the very 
greatest asset the Municipal Opera 
has—-will not be buried, but feat- 
ured. Under past conditions these 
men have not done their best work 
-—they couldn't. To think of smoth- 
ering Gusikoff, Steindel and other 
big men of this orchestra down in 
that pit! We ought to tell the 
world that we have as first violinist 
a fine musician who is to give his 
own concert in Town Hall, New 
York in October.

Negro Death Rate High. 

The records for the last year show 
that the death rate among the ne- 
groes was 3.54 per thousand 
population, while the death rate for 
white people was 143 per thousand 
population. In other words, the 
deaths per thousand for all ages 
from this disease were three times 
greater among the negroes than 
These records also 
show that the death rate of negro 
children under 5 years of age is nine 
times higher than that of the white 
children of the same age, Between 
the ages of 5 and 15 there are 17 
times as many colored children who 
die from this disease as there are 
per thousand among the white chil- 
dren. 

St. Louis has been slow in mdar- 
shaling its forces in this war against 
the white plague. At present there 
are in St. Louis but two private sani- 
toria and the one public institution 
we have at Koch Hospital. It is prob- 
ably for this reason that the people 
of St. Louis have come to pell 
that the only cure for this diseage is 
“to go out West.” St. Louls prob- 
ably sends more of its tubercular pa- 
tients West than any other city in 
the United States. A year ago 340 of 
our patients died in four of the West- 
ern states from this disease. They 
had been sent West for their health. 
Nearly every city of any consequence 
in the country has come to recognize 
that this disease may be treated just 
as well at home, if not better, than it 
may be treated “out West." 

With this in view, cities like Bos- 
ton, Detroit, New York, Cleveland 
and Chicago have established won- 
derful sanitoria in their midst and 
are effecting just as many cures, if 
not more, in their own ~inetitutions 
than would be accomplished “out 
West.” It has been found that the 
high altitude produces a weakened 
condition when the patient returns to 
the lower altitude and unfits him for 
a return to his own home environ, 
ment even if a cure has been ef- 
fected. 

The two great forces that our mu- 
nicipality is using to combat this 
disease are the visiting nurses ‘rom 
the clinics, and Koch Hospital. The 
nurses in clinics find the disease, 
provide emergency treatment and 
foMow up the progress of the disease.

The deplorable part of the. hand-| —— 
ling of the cases at Koch Hospital is 
that we have only received cases in 
(such advanced stages that we have 
not been able to effect the number 
of cures that may be effected in in- 
stitutions receiving a larger number 
of incipient cases. This is well fllus- 
trated by the fact that our State in- 
stitution for tuberculosis at Mount 
Vernon discriminates against St. 
Louis and takes only the mild cases 
of tuberculosis that may be reported 
and leaves St. Louis to look after its 
own advanced cases. This discrim- 
ination has worked a great hardship 
in St. Louis in its fight against this 
disease, 

At Koch Hospital we have splendid 
cottages for the care of incipient 
cases. These are large one-story 
buildings which accommodate about 
40 beds and where the patients are 
at all times supervised by nurses. 
These cottages are open on the south 
side and have a screened-in porch ef- 
fect where the patients are required 
to take a daily sin bath. This sun 
bath consists of exposing the naked 
body to the direct rays of the sun and 
assimilating through the pores the 
actenic rays, thereby improving the 
condition of the patient and seeping 
in health and “vitality with every 
breath, An interesting thing in con- 
nection with the hospital is the fact 
that few compldints come from the 
patients in this institution. There is 
probably a higher number of satis- 
fied inmates in Koch Hospital than 
in any other institution operated by 
the city. We find that a patient who 
once goes to Koch Hospital will never 
go to any other institution and re- 
main there for any length of time. 

Special Diet Is Given. 

All of the patients in this institu- 
tion receive a special diet of milk, 
eggs, meat and potatoes and other 
nutritious food of high food values. 
This is well evidenced by the fact 
that the cost for food per patient at 
Koch Hospital is twice as high as 
that of any other institution. 

Koch Hospital will probably make 
greater progress in the next two 
years than during any five years of 
its previous history.

SHALL WE EAT? 


Will the American people, as a matter of self- 
preservation, be forced to rebel against the rule-or- 
ruin fanaticism of the prohibition leaders at Wash- 
ington? The latest action of those leaders fairly 
raises that question. 

Here is Congress with a press of vitally important 
business to be disposed of before recess can be taken. 
Among the pending measures are the Capper-Tincher 
bill regulating future trading in grain; the extension 
of the dye embargo; the administration’s railroad 
furlding bill, on which final action by the House is 
desired in order that the Senate may take it up im- 
mediately after recess; the amended Shipping Board 
deficiency bill, carrying an appropriation fom the 
disarmament conference, and the agricultural relief 
bill. 

A wide variety of interests, manifestly, waits on the 
disposition of those bills, yet prohibition leaders are 
reported as threatening to junk the entire program 
unless the conference report on the anti-beer bill is 
adopted. Whether arrangements are made by which 
the farmer may finance his farm operations at reason- 
able interest rates, whether the business of ntarket- 
‘ing farm products is to be reorganized or continted 
as at present, what becomes of the dye industry, 
or the transportation industry, whether provision is 
made to meet the expenses of the disarmament con- 
ference—all this is swept aside as secondary com- 
pared with enforcement of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, not only to the letter, but far beyond the 
letter. 

Individual sentiment as to prohibition is beside the 
question. That the prohibition laws should be en- 
forced goes without saying, but only ‘the irresponsible 
extremists can take the position that every other is- 
sue must be shoved aside and the time and energy of

IT’S A LONG, LONG WAY TO NORMALOY. 

Chairman Fordney of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee says the new revenue legislation will “even- 
tually” result in a per capita \saving of $7 a year, or 
$35 for the average family of’ five. 

Eventually is a gentle word, which any legislator 
may use with perfect safety, but assuming in this 
instance it displays a wondrous burst of speed, just 
what does it mean? Some taxation figures recently 
given out by Gov. Norris of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Philadelphia answer the question. 

Before the war, Mr. Norris reminds us, the average 
American family of five was paying $1.10 a year for 
debt charges, $23.10 for military expenditures and 
$8.75 for other expenses, or a total of $32.95. That 
same family is now paying’ $43.25 for debt charges, 
$54.10 for military expenditures and: $117.45 for other 
expenses. The total is $214.80. 

The Saving, therefore, that is eventually to reach 
the average American family of five by way of the 
new revenue legislation will still leave that family 
paying a tax of $181.85, or more than five times the 
amount paid before the war. And if the average 
American family finds little comfort in Mr. Fordney’s 
vague, nebulous promise, what of the 5,736,000 who are 
unemployed?
